Color forms the first 
asis of classification, black, white and 
grey hair being sorted out, and after 
this the hair is divided up, according 


1n animal must expend a ter- to its various lengths and its quality. 


That which is to appear black is dyed 
in logwood, washed and dried. Then 
the various hairs are mixed in separ. 
ate heaps, to make stuffings of various 
values. After this the material pass- 
es through a series of mixing machin- 
es or mills, provided with exhaust to 
extract any dust which remains. 

The hair is now spun into ropes, 
which are again twisted on themsely- 


lea, and by a third operation further 


twisted into a convolute shape. They 
are then soaked in cold water for two 
hours, after which they are baked in 
a temperature of over 350 degrees 
Fahenheit for twelve hours. This 
damp heat destroys all pacveria life 
that might possibly exist in the hair, 
and also fixes the curl, and the ropes 
are hung up to cool for three days. 

The inferior qualities are then un- 
twisted and carded by machinery 
while the good qualities are opened 
out and carefully hand-carded. 

The very finest grades cost up to 
a lb. wholesale, and as it takes 
about forty pounds of hair to make 
i full-sized mattress, it will be seen 
that the cost to the ordinary individ- 
ual is rather prohibitive. The late 
Queen Victoria was very partial to 
horse-hair mattresses, and always in- 
sisted upon having the best quality of 
white horse-hair. 

The longest tails come from China 
and Russia. These are first disinfect- 
ed, then they are dipped in a bath of 
soft soap and soda, after which they 
are wet hackled to get out all the 
short fur. The sorted hairs are dry 
carded. being piled up on a board stud- 
ded with long pins, and drawn from 
the two ends between an old razor

White hair, which is 50 in ches in 
length and upwards is used for violin 
bows Black hair, which is slightly 
stronger, is used-for bows for double 


basses.

to brush makers or to plume 
makers for ornamenting helmets and 
the bridles of cavalry horses. 

Long hair is also extensively em- 
ployed for weaving into hair-cloth for 
which-a_linen warp is 
used, and also in making the cloth 
which tailors use for stiffening the 
garments, when it receives a warp of 
cotton. 

The official wigs of judges and bar- 
risters are wade from specially pick- 
ed out hair, known as “dead” hair, be- 
cause it has no glint upon it. 

The hair from the tails of cows and 
oxen is also used for one or two pur- 
The cow.tails are dressed 
whole and undyed for export to South 
Africa for the use of tle native. The 
natives insist on the hair being un- 
dyed, and they plate it into bangles 
r as well as com- 
bine it with the wire which is wound 
round sjamboks and sticks. They al 
so use it for threading beads. 

Cow hair is also drawn for weaving 
into sieve bottoms, to form 
for cooks and gunpowder manufac- 
turers, while horse-hair bags are used 
for oil and cider pre s and for brew- 


straining cloths.

It is wiser to start with a 
simpler and easier breed and thus get 
tbe first principles before tackling the 
most difficult. 

The recent invasion of locusts if it 
did no good to the trees, sure made a 
feast for the foxes, skunks, ground 
bogs, birds, poultry and even the pigs. 
But if you thought it was great to see 
your birds gobble the big bugs you 
should go to the east, where they are 
gathered by the ton, dried and gobbled 
by both bens and humans. 

The farmer will tell you that the 
great fattener for bogs is yellow corn, 
and if you follow bim when he feeds 
the bens you will likely find bim feed- 
ing corn to them also. He expects 
those bogs to get fat and those hens 
to lay eggs on the same ration, “It's 
a poor rule that won't work both 
ways,” and this is a poor one.

MERICAN RECEIPT CARE OF COWS AT P 


FRESHENING TIME 


The care given the cow just before 
and during the first few weeks after 
caiving determines very targely the 
productiva for that period of iacta- 
tion, Improper treatment will bave a 
more direct and tasting effect then 
than at any otber time, and it means 
doliars and cents that she be handled 
to give the maximum production, 

The following, writes A. H, Chase, 
superintendent of live stock, Idaho unt- 
versity experiment station, ts a method 
that bas given good results, The cow 
is dried up from four to aix weeks be- 
fore the calf ts due and fed liberally, 
getting ber to gain in desh. Three or 
four days before ber time she is placed 
ip a box stall and fed dry feed. If

any constipation {s noticed a little lin- 
seed oll is mixed with the grain. Those 
cows liable to be afflicted with milk 
fever are fed very little the last couple 
of duys. If the udder tends to cake it 
is milked out and well rubbed. After 
the calf is born and has taken Its first 
feed the cow is milked dry and the ud- 
der thoroughly manipulated, The caif 
is allowed to remain with the cow the 
first day and then put in the calf pens 
out of sight of the cow. Very little 
trouble bas been bad witb caked ud- 
der, but the treatment in bad cases 
has been to milk them three times a 
day and after each milking bathe for 
some time in hot water and then rub 
well with turpentine and lard. It is 
the rubbing that counts more than the 
liniment. 

Care is taken to see that the after- 
birth Is passed properly and no im- 
proper cases allowed to go more than 


| twenty-four hours without treatment. 


The first-dxs~nfter-catring-the-cow-is— 
fed very sparingly and then gradually 
increased. Within three or four days 
if doling properly sbe is put back with 
the rest of the herd, Krom then on 
the feed is increased slowly until full 
feed is reached. This is determined 
when the milk record fails to rise with 
any further increase of feed. 


The Horse te Raise. 

It costs no more to raise a good 
horse than to raise a poor one. The 
initial cost of breeding may be a lit- 
tle more, but the value of the good 
horse is so much greater that the cost 
should be borne. To own poor stock 
is a reflection on the owner. 
able to secure good stock it is a se- 
rious reflection on his intelligence to 
own “scrubs,” and really only a rich 
man can afford to own scrubs. They 
are too costly. If one has a number 
of mares it will be better to breed 
them all to one horse, since from the 
matings may come good matches, 
which are valuable, Where one breeds 
to several horses the chances for se- 
curing well matched teams is small. 
In breeding “the best is none too 
good,” and the “scrub” ought never to 
be considered at all.—Farm and Ranch, 


Examination ef the Herd. 

When the herd ts properly boused in 
its winter quarters it is very impor- 
tant that they be thoroughly examined 
to determine as to whether they are 
free from any ailment. 

All cows or heifers baving an unnat- 
ural discharge from the genital or- 
guns should be given special attention, 
such as tonics internally and antisep- 
tic washes for cleaning the affected 
parts. No cow or heifer should be per- 
mitted to be bred unless it is free 
from such ailments as chronic catarrh 
of the genital organs, as oftentimes 
thexe little apparently simple ailments 
develup tuto serivus losses. —- David 
Roberts, D. V. 8.

HUGE HIGH LEVEL BRIDGE 


—_—— 


‘Immense. Structure Will Unite the 


ar of Edmonton and Strathcona 
ext_to the rebuilding of the La- 
chine Bridge at Montreal, the largest 
bridge construction work being done 
by the G. P. Ry. at present is the 
erection of a large high level bridge 
at Edmonton, Alta. Since August, 
4910, the railway has been at work 
on the big construction which will be- 
fote many months span the Saskatche- 
wan river from side to side and unite 
thé cities of Edmonton and Stratheona 
in a Greater Edmonton. The new 
bridge will be 2,800 feet long and 200 
feet above water level, and will cost 
over $1,500,000, Thera will be two 
decks, the upper for the cartying of 
the Canadian Pacific tracks and street 
railway tracks, and the lower deck for 
passenger and vehicular traffic. John 
B. Gunn & Sons, of Winnipeg, were 
awarded the contract for the substrue- 
ture and commenced the work of ex: 
cayating the pier foundations, in Aug: 
ust, 1910, When the river was frozen 
over, cqfferdams wero built, and the 
two main piers in mid stream were 
ralsed above water level before the 
ice was broken up In the spring. Night 
and day shifts were employed in order 
to accomplish this end. Foundations 
for all the plers were excavated last 
year and this year the concrete work 
was commenced. 

In excavating for the largest pier 
on the north side of the bridge thou- 
sands of cubic feet of earth were re- 
moved. It was neéessary to cut 
through a seam of coal seven feet in 
thickness. This coal was found to be 
of fairly good quality and as excavated 
was used for fuel for the engines op- 
erating the derricks. The thousands 
of cubie yards of gravel used were 
dredged from the river bed and wash-

operation. The substructure of the 
bridge was completed in August last 
year, 

When completed the bridge will be 
supported by thirty-two piers and ped- 
estals. There are four large central 
piers 138 feet high. The central piers 
are twenty feet square at the base. 
The C.P.R. will occupy the centre of 
the bridge and on either side will run 
the street railway. Forty feet below 
the level of the tracks will be the traf 
fic deck of the bridge with a roadwoy 
23 feet wide and an eight foot sidy 
walk on each side. As a result of the 
bullding of the new bridge the Ed- 
monton street railway will save 45 
miles per day in the run between lid- 
monton and Strathcona as the dis: 
tance saved between the two points 
by the erection of the new bridge is 
one and one-eighth miles. 

By a coincidence the point chosen 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway for 
its new bridge which will give their 
trains entrance to Edmonton by the 
south is exactly at the point where 
lay the oldest and easiest ford across 
the Saskatchewan River in the olden | 
days. In a few months’ time giant 
locomotives, street cars and automo- 
biles will glide over the Saskatchewan 
Valley high in the air on this most 
modern substitute for the old ford 
across which a few decades ago, In- 
dians urged their ponies and settlers 
toiled in ox-drawn carts.

WILL ASSIST FARMERS 


C. P. R. Distributing Milch Cows 
Among Settlers in Alberta. 


One more instance of the continual 
efforts made by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to assist the farmers of 
Western Canada has come to light, 
The C. P. R. has recently purchased 
a shipment of 45 carefully selected 
mileh cows from the vicinity of Owen | 
Sound, Ontario, for the shipment to } 
the Canadian Pacific Demonstration 
‘arm at Strathmore, Alta,, next spring. 
| These cows Will be distributed among 
ithe English settlers in the ready- 
made farms colonies for use until 
1913. The plan was adopted on a 
smaller scale some years ago owing | 
to the difficulty of securing good milch 
cows in Alberta, and with the idea 
of assisting the ready-made farmer to 
improve his stock. Next spring the 
shipment will be distributed in 
hunches of five or six to be held by 
the settlers for one year without pay- 
ment of interest or money; at the end 
of that time they May be returned to 
the company or purchased at the cost | 
price to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. They will be wintered and test- 
ed at the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Demonstration Farm at Strathmore. 

C. P. R. officials believe that by in- 
augurating schemes of this sort, the 
Western farmers are materially help- 
ed,

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 
AXY person who is the sole head of 

a fainily, or avy male over 18 years 
old, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tonding homesteader. 

Duties.—-Six mouths’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years! A homesteader may live 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
er ov sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.—Must reside wpon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including UUme required 
earn each homestead patent) und eul- 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain # pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties, Must veside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate fifty acres and erect a house 
worth $300,00, .
